cannot sell more unless we buy more.

cannot sell even as much as we are selling 
now, of the products of our farms and fac­ 
tories, if Hie high-tariff lobby succeeds in 
persuading Congress to erect more barriers 
against foreign goods. 
Cnder the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act we have made great progress toward a 
healthy volume of foreign trade. 
The na­ 
tional interest demands that it Lie continued 
in the form President Eisenhower has ask­ 
ed. 
Surely the American people have con­ 
fidence in his ability to administer it wisely.
